Soon after the “ robbery" of his bank 
Pontorno went across Lake Michigan and 


purchased a sixty acre fruit farm. He

That he was afraid of the vengeance of 
someof the victims of his bank crash was 
evident from his constant precautions to 
protect himself from murderous assault. 

On Monday two Italiane arrived in Ben- 
ton Harbor from Chicago. They talked 
of buying land and went out to visit Pon- 
torno. They looked over his farm, and, 
it is said, made him an offer to purchase 
the land. 

WOMAN HEARS SHOTS. 

Late Tuesday afternoon he set out 
from his farm for Benton Harbor ina 
wagon accompanied by the two strange 
Italians. When the wagon approached 
the place of Mrs. William Dean, only a 
little ways from the Pontorno farm, Mrs. 
Dean, who was working in her garden, 
heard a cry of Murder, murder. Then 
she heard three shots. 

Pontorno’s pair of horses drawing an 
empty wagon dashed along the road. They 
crashed into a bridge over a small stream 
and were brought to the ground stunned 
while the wagon was wrecked. 

Mrs. Dean aroused the neighborhood. 
Farmers ran to the scene of the shooting. 
They found Pontorno’s body lying in a 
clump of bushes 160 feet from the road. 

The two Italians who had been Pontor- 
no’s companions on the tragic tide had 


disappeared. 
Sheriff and Posse Find Coat. 

Sherif! Fred C. Franz was notified by 
telephone. He goon arrived with deputies, 
Many farmers armed with shotguns 
and tifles joined the posse.

The only 
ground for a reprieve would be political | 
expediency, a difficult ground to put 
forward in that this country ever 
could strain the law to punish a man 
for the same reason that it could not 
strain the law to let one off. 


CASEMENT NATION’s ro. 
“The Irish frébeliion began with the 
murder of unarmed people, both soldiers 
and police. No grievance justified it, 
and it was purely a political movement 
organized by a small section of Irish 
people who still hate England and as- 
sisted by Germany. 

“ Casement was much more malignant 
and hostile to this country than were the 
leaders of the rising who were caught 
with arms in their hands. He visited 
military prisons in Germany with the in- 
tention of persuading Irish soldiers to 
throw off their allegiance. All sorts of 
promises were made for the improveent 
of the condition of these men to indtice 
them to join the Irish legion. An enor- 
mous majority thus approached refused, 
and thereafter: were subjected to in- 
creased hardships by the Germans. 

“From among these Irish soldiers a 
number hag since been repatriated as 
hopeless invalids, and they subsequently, 
died. They looked upon Casement as 
their murderer, | 

“Nor is there any ground, pubic or 
private, 80 far as we know, which can be 
quoted in mitigation of Casement’s crime, 
and I do not think any government doing 
its duty coild interfere with the sen- 
ténce which has been passed on him.”

Official Says Word of Execution 


Was Conveyed to England by 
American Ambassador. 


LONDON, Aug. 2.—Baron Newton, un- 


dersecretary for foreign affairs, replying 
to a question in the house of lords today 
as to whether the government had any 
information concerning the shooting of 
two Irish soldiers while prisoners of war 
in Germany, said: 


„The American embassy in Berlin noti- 


fled the government on July 7 that Pat- 
rick Moran of the Connaught Rangers 
had been shot by a guard at the working 
camp near Limburg on May 28. The com- 
mandant of the camp told the American 
representative that Moran, while intoxi- 
cated, 
dead in self-defense.

“On July 10 the American embassy in- 


formed the government that another Irish 
prisoner, William Devlin, Munster fust- 
ers, had been shot at the Limburg work- 
ing camp.

Washington, D. C., Ang. 2.—The tug 
Thomas F. Timmins, which accompa- 
nied the German merchant submarine 
Deutschland down the bay from Balti- 
more, reported to the United States nen- 
trality squadron outside Hampton roads 
tonight that the Deutschland had passed

The Timmins’ message was picked up 
by the destroyer Sterrett, which relayed 
it to the Norfolk navy yard. The Ster- 
| rett then was outside the three mile limit 
to see that the Deutschland's passage 
| out was not interfered with by the allied 
cruisers off the capes until it had passed 
out of the territorial waters of the 
United States.

UNOBSERVED BY PATROL. 
Noffolk, Va., Aug. The German sub- 


marine merchantman Deutschland passed 


quietly out of the Virginia capes at 8:20 + 


o’clock tonight on its homeward voyage, 
apparently unobserved by the allied war- 
ship patrol outside the three mile limit. 


The submarine was accompanied to the 


capes only by the tug Thomas F. Timmiifis, 
which had convoyed it down the bay from 
Baltimore, and by a newspaper dispatch 
boat. 

Its departure to sea followed an eight- 
een Mile dash through the lower Chesa-. 
peake bay. After proceeding slowly mont 
of the way down it increased its power at 
6:30 and reached the capes just after 
dusk. None of the allied crulsers was 
visible as it passed through. 

. SUBMERGED AT LIMIT? 

Whether the Deutschland submerged 
before reaching the three mile limit is 
unknown. The two accompanying boats. 
only know that it disappeared unharmed, 
and that to all appearances it had 4 
clear field ahead to a point where it 


could completely submerge in safety. |. 


Half an hour after the last light of the 
Deutschiand had disappeared the Tim- 
mins, seeming]? satisfied with its work.

HID DURING PART OF DAY.

After 
running for about two miles it again heads 
ed south until abreast of the Timmins, 
and then both vessels put on full speed, 
toward the press boat. Suddenly they 
turned off as if to go down the Old Point 
channel, but when the dispatch boat made 
for the same channel they changed their 
coufse and headed directly for Cape. 
Henry. 

As the Deutschland approached it wan; 
apparent it Was carrying false superstruce 
ture slightly lower than its conning tow

Earlier in the evening it had been re- 
ported that a peculiar buoy was floating 
opposite Cape Henry, just outside the 
three mile limit, and it was conjectured 
that the allied patrol cruisérs had at- 
tached nets to this to intercept the 
Deutschland. ; 

Marine men, however, did not believe 
euch a method of preventing the egress of 
the Deutschland would be attempted. | 


Ideal Trip Down Bay. 

The trip of the submarine and the com 
yoying tug Timmins down Chesapeake 
bay from Baltimore was started under 
ideal conditions. Not a cloud was in sight 
as the submersible increased its speed to 
nineteen knots an heur soon after clear- 
ing Baltimore harbor. The tug fell in 
behind immediately, and by dark was 500 
vards to the stern. 

The tug apparently had great difficulty 
in keeping up with the Deutschland. 
Wark flames spurted from the Timmins’ 


were keeping all the steam possible in its 


dark clouds began to roll in from the hori- 
nom. Soon the tug was pitching and roll- 
ing on the choppy sea, its running lights 

ipping up and down and the spray flying 
pack from its bow. = 


U-Boat Brightly Lighted. 

The submarine ahead, a brilliant light 
shining from a lamp attached to the top 
of the periscope and green and red run/ 
ning light hanging below on the conning 
tower, plowed steadily through the seas 
on an even keel. 

Shortly before midnight the seas be- 
Came still heavier. Under the glare of 
searchlights it was seen that waves 
were breaking over thé bow of the ves- 
eel and washing the entire forward part. 
Occasionally the conning tower and the 
light on the periscope would be envel- 
oped in a shower of salt spray. 

At half past 1 this morning, while 
passing Solomon’s island, the last of the 
vessels with searohlights was. passed. 
By that time all the members of the 
crew except two had disappeared from 
the deck. One of thege)men weagtand- 
ing well forward, a lead line for sound- 
ing in his hand, and the other was at 
the stern. Capt. Koenig still was in 
the conning tower, garbed in slickers.

AMERICAN BANKERS FAIL 
TO ARRANGE CHINESE LOAN. 


Financiers Report to State. Depart- 
ment They Cannot Raise Funds 
Without Specific Federal Support. 


1 
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New York, Aug. 2.—Negotiations for a 
loan to China by American bankers, who 
were members of the six power group 
formed four years ago to finance the 
requirements of China, have' failed. In 
a letter to the state department at 
Washington the bankers reviewed the 
whole course of the negotiations, add- 
ing that the proposed loan seemingly 
could not be arranged on satisfactory | 
terms. The Chinese government has 
now turned to the American Interna- 
tional corporation, with which it has 
had close relations in other matters. 

Before the termination of the negotla- 
tions that had been under way several 
conferences were held, after which it 
was announced that a loan of about 
$4,000,000, to be followed later by more 
comprehensive financing, seemed likely 
te be arranged. However, when it came 
to discussing the conditions great diffi- 
culty was encountered. , The conclusion 
finally arrived at is in effect that to 
make a loan acceptable to American in- 
vestors it must be secured in some way, 
as by the pledge of specific revenue of 
the Chinese government, and that it be 
understood that our government would 
lend its aid to secing that the conditions 
were fulfilled. 

The state department, it is under- 
stood, was unwilling to lend any such 
urging instead that the loan be ar- 
ranged as a matter of patriotism. 


GREAT, BRITAIN TO RELEASE | 
SOME OF SEIZED SECURITIES 


LONDON, Aug. 2.—Without waiving 
the right it claims to seize internationa! 
securities as contraband, the government 
has decided to release a number of such 
consignments and permit them to be for- 
warded to their neutral destinations. The 
foreign office has given a statement 
which says: 

“The allied governments maintaia 
their right to intercept such securities 
in the future, but they have concluded 
arrangements whereby neutral business 
will be safeguarded from inconvenience 
and neutral transactions may be mane 
with certainty of freedom from seisure.“ 


OCEAN STEAMSHIP MOVEMENTS 


Further progress has been made by the 
British to the east of PoZieres, in the 
Somme region. North of the Somme last 
night the French troops took a power- 
fully fortified German work between Hem 
wood and Monacu farm. 

On the high road between Maricourt 
and Clery, in the region of the River 
Somme, French troops penetrated’ our 
completely ‘demolished trenches,” says 
the official statement issued today by 
the German army headquarters. 

The battle is raging in full force on the 
right bank of the Meuse, north of Verdun. 
After a series of unsuccessful attacks the 
Germans last night gained a little ground 
in Vaux-Le-Chapitre wood and at Che- 
nois. Today the French resumed the of- 
fensive and captured a large section of 
German trenches. 

French Official Reports. 

The official statement issued by the 
French war office in Paris tonight reads: 

North of the Somme there was no 
infantry action today. South of the 
Somme two enemy counter attacks 
against the trench which we con- 
quered northwest of Deniecourt were 
repulsed. 

On the left bank of the Meuse [Ver- 
dun sector] our second line south of 
Le Mort Homme were bombarded 
with shells of large caliber. 

On the right bank we carried out 
several attacks by echelon from the 
Meuse as far as Fleury, in the wood 
immediately east of Vacherauville to 
the west and to the south of the 
Thiaumont work, as well as in the 
ravine south of Fleury. Our troops 
captured several German trenches 
and organized points of support. We 
made in the course of these actions 
about 600 prisoners and captured 
about ten machine guns. 

An enemy counter attack in the 
region of Vacherauville was repulsed 
with the grenade. In the sectors of . 
Vaux-le-Chapitre-Chenols the bom- 
bardment continued with violence. 


Tells of Earlier Fighting. 


The earlier French statement, telling 
of last night’s fighting, sald: 

North of the Somme, between the 
Hem wood and the Monacu farm, our 
troops captured a fortified work 
strongly held by the enemy. South 
of this river an attack delivered by 
us near Estrees resulted in our oc- 
cupation of a German trench to the 
northwest of Deniecourt. 

In the Champagne district, west of 
Auberive, a Russian, reconnoitering 
party delivered a bayonet charge 
against a detachment of the enemy 
which was dispersed. 

On the right bank of the river 
Meuse the fighting contmued last 
night with violence along the front 
between Vaux-le-Chapitre and Che- 
nois, and spread to the east as far 
as Damloup. The enemy, after a 
series of fruitless attacks, some of 
which were accompanied by the 
spreading of asphyxiating gases, 
gained a little ground in the Vaux- 
le-Chapitre wood and at Chenolis. 


British Official Report. 
The British official statement this eve- 
ning reads: 

The day was comparatively quiet, 
except for hostile artillery activity 
against Trones wood. 

During the last twenty-four hours 
our artillery, in codperation with the 
flying corps, destroyed seven gun em- 
placements and six ammunition dumps 
near Grandcourt. 

Some further progress was made in 
the hostile trenches east of Pozieres, 
where fighting at close quarters by 
small detachments has been in prog- 
ress.

_ What they can send is opinion, interpretation, the 
judgment come to after observation, etc, etc. This is 
valuable because it helps American opinién in forma- 
tion. One may dislike or distrust the correspondent.

The British censorship aims to prevent this play 
of opinion in America.

CROWDS 30 BOYS 
INTO 3 ROOMS 


Laxity of City Blamed by 
Head of School for Ju- 
venile Offenders. 


From thirty to forty delinquent boys 
who have been sent to the detention 
house at 771 Gilpin place by the Juve- 
nile court, for some reason or another, 
have been living at this institution in 
three rooms since the first of December. 

This is the statement of O. J. Milliken 
superintendent of the Chicago and Cook 
County School for Boys, whose entire 
work has been spoiled, it is said, due to 
the friction between the city of Chicago 
and the board of education. 


Dormitory Suddenly Halted. 

“Some time ago the city of Chicago 
issued $60,000 worth of bonds,” said 
Mr. Milliken, “the money from which 
was to be used to build a dormitory for 
delinquent boys. The building was 
started one year and four months ago 
and is not finished yet. The board of 
education has built a school adjoining, 
which is all complete and ready for 
school to open. But for some mysteri- 
ous reason all work on the dormitory 
peing built by the city has been stopped. 
For four months not a bit of work has 
been done on it. 

“Consequently, when the Juvenile 
court sends the boys out, supposedly, 
on a farm, there is no farm for them, 
no dormitory ready. So all these boys 
have had to be sent of necessity to the 
detention house, which is pathetically 
overcrowded. All my work has been 
spoiled at the farm out here. I can't 
keep the boys in the school building, 
because the board of education does not 
allow that. The dormitory ts not avail- 
able, so I have no place to cook meals 
for the boys other than in the base- 
ment under my house.

He said a prayer, said Elderkin, 
“and this was it: ‘God, be merciful 
unto me, a sinner, for Jesus” sake,’ Then 
he said he'd never leave the Pacific 
Garden mission. And he never did.”
